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$100,000 GRANT TO HELP REPAIR STREETS

The New Brockton Town Council 
Wasted little time in atttending to 
business and almost set a record in 
Zipping through the nineteen-item 
agenda. One reason for the haste 
could have been a high school bas 
ketball game between Enterprise 
and New Brockton 

Police Chief Charles Driggers 
was allowed to report on the activi 
ties of his department first so that he 
could oversee the security detail at 
the ballgame 

He told council members that his 
officers investigated eighteen com 
plaints, made six arrests and issued 
16 traffic citations. Chief Driggers 
stated that five auto accidents in 
Which there were six injuries was 
investigated by his department. The 
rescue squad made thirteen runs and 
the fire department responded to 
eight fire calls 

The chief reported that he and 
Officer King will be attending a 
seminar on domestic violence in 
Dothan on Feb. 5. He also stated 
that Assistance Chief Jerry Gilbert 
will be attending a training session 
on Feb. 10. Both sessions will be at 
no cost to the town and will go 
toward the officers’ continuing edu 
cation credits. 

Driggers requested that he be 
allowed to attend a seminar on 
supervision which will be held in 
Montgomery on Feb. 23. This will 
cost $99 and will also go toward the 
chief's annual requirement of 20 
hours of continuing education. The

Brockton in good shape 


council gave its approval 

Mayor Britt Lee commented that 
the town’s auditors reported that the 
town is in “good shape” financially 
and last year’s business was con 
cluded with no discrepancies. 

“They said the town is doing a 
good job in keeping records,” said 
Lee 

Phe mayor reported on several 
items to the council. He noted that 
the town had received a sizable dis- 
count on its workmen's comp insur- 
ance premiun due to the low num- 
ber of accidents reported. 

At the request of City Clerk 
Annette Williams, the council 
approved the addition — of 
Councilman Charles Cole as an 
authorized “check signer.’ He will 
sign checks in the event both Mayor 
Lee and Mayor Pro-tem Ron 
McMonagle are not available to do 
SO. 

The council gave the mayor the 
authority to proceed with a plan for 
controlling the construction of man- 
ufactured home subdivisions with in 
the corporate city limits. This was 
done at the recommendation of the 
Southeast Alabama Planing and 
Development Commission. 

Authorization was given for the 
Commission to develop a plan for 
the town at a cost not to exceed 
$500.00 

Mayor Lee told council members 
that the paperwork had been 
received on the $100,000 (grant) 
state funds to be used in repairing 
cily streets 

He noted that the stipulations for 
receiving the grant is that the engi- 
neering on the work to be per- 
formed be submitted for approval 
before any contracts are let. Also, 
the town will be required to pay for 
the work and the state will reim- 
burse the town from the $100,000 
grant. The town will have one year

in which to complete the project 

The council gave the mayor 
approval to proceed with the project 
and obtain an engineering firm to 
draw up a plan. The town will pay 
the engineering cost and it will not 
come from the grant funds. 

Mayor Lee reminded the council 
of the annual League — of 
Municipalities Convention to be 
held in Huntsville, AL on April 10 - 
13, He asked that anyone who could 
attend to plan to do so, 

Mrs. Williams requested the 
council approve some minor adjust- 
ments to the FY-99 budget so that it 
accurately reflects the financial 
transactions of the town. One, she 
asked that the recent loan from the 
bank in the amount of $14,900 (for 
the new police car) be included as 
income and she also lowered the 
budgeted amount for workmen’s 
comp insurance to reflect the recent 
discount on the premiun. On the 
expense side she asked that the pur- 
chase amount of the police car be 
included, a $1,000 expense on the 
senior citizen building and some 
other smaller items be included. The 
council approved the changes in the 
budget. 

The mayor's three-month report 
budget was “everything is running 
pretty good.” 

During the “council member 
comments,” Councilman Cole sug- 
gested that the possibility of asking 
the citizens to help pay for the new 
fire truck by “donating” a dollar on 
their water bill each month be 
looked into, He commented that this 
was done back in the 1970's and 
worked out real well. All council 
members agreed this was a good 
idea. 

Other items of business consisted

The National Security Group 
has announced construction of a 
Conference Center located adja- 
cent to their corporate building 
and Veterans Memorial Park on U.

constitutional process 

Most legislators are sharp enough 
to recognize that a lottery does not 
create wealth. It merely redistrib 
utes money from one pocket to 
another - usually at the expense of 
those who can least afford to lose it. 
It takes rent and grocery money 
from needy children, erodes the 
work ethic, leads to unrealistic get- 
rich-quick thinking, and creates a 
class of compulsive gamblers who 
commit crimes to support their 
habit. Many who become addicted 
to other forms of gambling, get their 
start with lotteries. 

I urge our legislators to have the 
courage to do what they know is 
right and best for Alabama: vote 
“no” on the lottery proposal.

Rep. Spicer attends educational conference 


A local legislator recently joined 
about 65 fellow Alabama lawmakers 
for an overview of the issues facing 
the state’s public schools and their 
implications for the upcoming leg- 
islative session, 

Representative Terry Spicer, Elba, 
attended “A Legacy for Public 
Education: a Legislative 
Orientation,” an informational semi- 
nar sponsored by the Alabama 
Association of School Boards Jan. 
29 and 30 in Birmingham. Spicer, 
who joined the Alabama Legislature 
in Nov. 1998 and was appointed 
Vice-Chair of the Education 
Committee, represents Coffee 
County, which makes up District 91. 

With Gov. Siegelman’s call for 
creation of a state lottery expected to 
be the early focus of his administra- 
tion, AASB’s program included a 
presentation by a key player in 
Georgia’s lottery efforts. Michael 
Vollmer, who served as the first 


director of Georgia’s lottery-funded 
HOPE Scholarship Program, pro- 
vided an assessment of his state’s 
game, including things the state did 
well in creating the lottery and 
things it should have done different- 
ly. Vollmer, who currently is interim 
president of Middle Georgia State 
College, also offered lawmakers tips 
on pitfalls to avoid if Alabama sets 
up a gaming program that is expect- 
ed to be modeled after Georgia’s. 
Also during the seminar, educa- 
tor/author Dr. David Berliner made 
a presentation debunking many of 
the commonly accepted myths about 
the failures of American public 
schools. Berliner, author of The 
Manufactured Crisis, has spent 
years researching the achievements 
of. public schools, comparing their 
performance to that of foreign 
schools and analyzing test data that 
often is cited by public school critics 
to show students are not learning as 


much as they did in decades past. 

Lawmakers also heard presenta- 
tions by Perry County School 
Superintendent Johnnie McCalpine 
and Tuscaloosa County 
Superintendent Dr. Joyce Sellers, 
who outlined the many challenges 
facing their school systems. 

“With a new governor, new lieu- 
tenant governor and many new leg- 
islators, we have a tremendous 
Opportunity to make a serious com- 
mitment to providing a first-rate 
education for every Alabama stu- 
dent,” said AASB Executive 
Director, Dr. Sandra  Sims- 
deGraffenried. “The issues they will 
have to grapple with are complex 
and won't be resolved easily. But, 
through programs like this confer- 
ence, we hope to provide lawmakers 
with a deeper understanding of 
legal, financial and practical prob- 
lems our local system face.”

ELBA TIGERS ENTER AREA TOURNEY ON FOUR GAME SKID 


All coaches hope their teams will peak at just the right time and will enter 
post-season action playing their best ball of the season. While the Elba 
Tigers Cerminly sent playing their best, hey Teany aren't playing all that 
bad despite entering the area tournament this week with a four game losing 
streak. The Tigers have faced some of the state’s top teams in recent weeks, 
and will carry a 15-10 record into the area tournament after suffering con 
secutive losses to Clayton, Enterprise, Brantley and Andalusia.

rhe Elba City Council declared 
February 19th as Ronald McKinnon 
Day in Elba. The professional foot- 
ball player will be talking to several 
groups in the Elba schools on that 
day, The council authorized Mayor 
James Grimes to issue a proclama-

In other business the council 
accepted bids on reroofing the city 
hall and front part of the recreation 
building; voted to borrow money to 
renovate the old jail; got a report 
from the police department and offi- 
cially approved annual insurance 
premiums and completed several

Two firms bid on reroofing the 
city hall and recreation building. 
ESMAC, of Enterprise, was low 
bidder, They bid $13,533 on the 
recreation building and $17,991 on 
the city hall. The council voted to 
award the contract to ESMAC, 

Mayor Grimes reported on the 
status of renovating the old Coffee 

County jail. He said the Chamber of 


$100,000 to complete the project 
and they have $18,000 on hand. The 
city has been asked to borrow 
$60,000 to do the work, because 
they can get a lower interest rate. If 
the Chamber and the Economic 
Development office have not raised 
the necessary inoney by the time the 
project is completed, they will pay 
the city enough rent to pay off the 
loan. Grimes recommended the 
loan. It was approved with two no 
Council members Ben 
Carpenter and Ronnie Hammond 
opposed the loan. Carpenter said 
this started as a Chamber of 
Commerce project and should 
remain so. !

Monthly bills totaling $16,391.70 
were approved for payment. They 
included $3,734.32 for vehicle and 
equipment repair and maintenance;

Commission backs up on sheriff's patrol car
